C.4.uxirM)WF.n.— This ia a very pretty 
fttlilitiou fc a jar of pickled cabbage, 
but it mlRt bo put ill salt aud water for 
two Anji tirrtt before it ia added to the 

'In* Cake. — Four cups flour, four 
cups sweet milk, two eggs, two spoon- 
fuls cream of tartar, one teoapoonfol sal- 
eratoB, smaU piece of butter, sweeten it 
you like. 

Wirip (Iream. — Half a pound of 
powdered sugar, juice of two lemons, 
ouo gill of sheny. Mix and add ono 
pint of thick, rich cream. Set on ice, 
whip to a strong froth, and serve in 
glussea. 

CnAJorE ToA.ST. — Tliroo eggs, beaten 
well, one greou chili cut fine, the inaido 
of two tomatoes .cut into amall pieces, a 
little milk aud cue ounce butter, all 
mixed together with a little aalt, then 
heated and serve<l on hot toast. 

Shbhip Saooe. —Take half a pint of 
•brimpa, pick out oil the meat from the 
tails, pound the rest in a mortox with 
the juice of half a lemon and a piece of 
butter ; pass the whole through a sieve. 
Make^a pint of melted butter ; put the 
meat from the toils into it, add a dust of 
cayenne, and when the eauco boils stir 
into it the ahrimp butter that has como 
through the sieve, with or without a 
table-BpoonfiU of crcnm. 

Pork Ohops. — Cut some cutlets from 
a neok of pork, trim them neatly and 
take off the chine bono ; give thom a 
few blows ^^-ith the bat, and giill them 
on or in fi'ont of the ffre ; sprinkle them 
with salt and an'ange them in a circle on 
a diali, with mashed potatoes in the cen- 
ter and the foUowiag sauce xotmd &em : 
Put a large piece of butter, rolled ia 
flour, in a stewpan, slightly rubbed with 
garUo ; add musln'ooms and a little 
chopped flhalot ; moisten with equal 
qtumtities of vinegar and broth ; add salt 
and grated nutmeg ; strain, boil it up ; 
add a little mustard, stir well nud serve. 

Apple Compote.— Peel, core and halve 
■ix large apples, trimming them so as to 
get them all of a size ; da op them as they 
are • done into cold water with the juloe 
of a lemon squeezed into it to prevent 
tiicirtuming brown. Have ready a etiong 
drnp (mode [with one pound of sugar 
•DU quart of water) boiling hot ; put the 
apples into this, with the thin rind of a 
lemon and two or three cloves. As soon 
as they are cooked — great care must be 
taken that they do uot break — take them 
out and dispose thom, coucave aide up- 
permost, on a glass dish ; place a piece 
of currant jollj or quince jelly in the 
hollow of each apple, then well reduce 
the sirup and when cold pom- as much 
of it as is necessary under tho apples. 

loED Cake.'j. — Tho following mode uf 
icing cakes was taught many yeors ago 
t!y.>a clever cook : Found some louf 
sugar in a mortar, th«n sift it till it is 
like fine dust. Beat some whites of 
•ggs to a froth, and mix the sugar with 
them till the whole i.s a stiff paste. Take 
a little of thi.s (i.^ste ami place it in 
another dish ; udJ to il u very little pre- 
pared oatmfui, jiial euoiigli to give it a 
pink tinge. When the cukea are ili'awu I 
bom tho ovfu lay the white icing | 
nmoothly all ovov ; then, through a cone 
of stiff notepapei', .S(iut>t'/e the pink icing | 
in patterns ou tho top of the white, j 
Stand the cakes in a cool oven for ton | 
minutes, then put away in a dry pla<'o. | 
To give greater consistency to the icing, j 
■ome people add powdered starch, but 
it is not, of course, so nice to eat. Tliu 
proportions are, for tho icing described, 
one-half pound of sugar to the whites of 
two eggs. For safe traveling tiio cuke 
•hould bo packed in a round cake-tin 
which fits it, that again being inclosed 
in a wooden box.

A diapatch fioiu Chauiau Ciioiiki says 
the ameer's deputy governor of Caiulahar 
was preparing to defend that city when 
the governor fled to Cabal, on the 'J7th 
of July. The soldici-s then mutinied and 
[ireventctl thu ile[nity governor from 
leaving. On the arrival of .Aymih i\h:iii's 
lieutenant the deputy gciveinnr took re- 
''iige ill the sacred shrine. Three days 
later, when .Ayoob Khan readied Canclaliar, 
the deputy governor was induced to leave 
the sanctuary, but on being tiikon boforo 
.\yoob Khan was severely beaten and 
thrown from Diirhaii Hall to the [lave- 
ment below, having lii.s arms and leg.-* 
broken. This was done on account of 
the indignity ho had offered to the corps, 
of a khan. Duraina are flocking into 
Caiulahar in crowds to sahilo Ayo(d) 
Khan, after whose arrival a salute of 100 
guns was fired and the city illuminated 
for three nights. On reaching Kliela- 
lighil/i the ameer's general fountl rein- 
forcements froiiiCalml, ami he accord- 
ingly halted there.

AN-' ^EXTRAORDINARY' PRESENTMENT 
BY A GRAND JURY. 

FBLL TEXT OFTHE DOCUMENT. 

To Ihe Hon. Mr. Justice Robertson, 

In presenting this report we, the Grand 
Jury of Lillooet, assembled for the pres- 
ent assizes, can but reiterate your lord- 
ship's words and congratulate ourselves 
and your lordship on the lightness of the 
calendiir. Wo therefore respectfully sub- 
mit the following, tho necessity of^whicli, 
wo trust, your lordship will see and for- 
ward to the proper quarter and use your 
legitimate intluonco in having our wishes 
can-ied into eti'ect. 

First, we would have your lordship 
urge up«n the authorities the absolute 
necessity of a now gaol or lock-up erect- 
ed at Lillooet, the present ono having 
been in existence since 1859 and has there- 
fore fallen into a very dilapidated condi- 
tion so much .so that it afl'ords no protec- 
tion whatever for the safe keeping of pris- 
oners, to say nothing of the cleanliness 
and other ucconHnodations which those 
incarcerated for tho time being have a 
rii^ht to u.xpecl from a civilized communi- 

\N c would furtlicr ask your lordsliiji, 
believing it to be all iu your province, 
to have the iiamu of BIr. Twentymaii 
struck from tho list (d jurors for the 
reason of his being an unfortunate crip- 
plo, consequently unable without great 
peraoiiol inconvenience to attend the as- 
sizes from sogreat adistanceas Dogereek. 

Third -It is now witli pain we a[iproiU'h 
yonr loidahiii on a matter tlie ludue of 
which w ill at once strike tho mind of yoiii- 
lordship. That step, however painful it 
may be, we conceive it to be ourboundon 
duty to take, not only for our own indi- 
vidual interest, but tliosafety and protec- 
tion nf the whole community. We de- 
mand the ilisiiiissal of Capt. Murlley 
and Mr. Huey from their positions as 
justices of the peace. In bringing this 
t(j your lordship's notice we would st:tte 
that reprcsontiitions hare already boon 
made to the authorities by our represen- 
tatives, wIki are niombera of the present 
grand jury, (Messrs. Saul and Brown) 
that promises wore made liy the present 
government that their romuval would bo 
made; but no action has ever been taken 
thereon. Wo would further state that it 
is not from any malice on our part that 
wo urge on your lordship's earnest consid- 
eration the forwarding of our wishes, but 
from the utter incoinpeteney they have 
shown in ihe discharge id the duties they 
are called on to fullll by virtue of their 
positions as justices of tho peace, owing 
to which incapacity they have forfeited 
the conlideiice of the greater portion of 
the community. The powers vested in a 
.1. P. if used in a proper and intelligent 
manner form one of tho greatest safe- 
guards to public order; but the power if 
used injudiciously and without that intel- 
ligent forethought and application neces- 
sary becomes at once a source of danger 
and a bar to the liberty and futuro of the 
subject. .As thi.s application has no pre- 
cedent in thu province we can but again 
express our deei) regret that necossitj 
should have occurred to warrant our tak- 
ing the atop wo have; but wo feel assured 
that if your lordship gives the matt er but a 
moment's eonBidcrattou you will perceive 
the justness of the course we have pursued,

the house of commons will consider tho 
lords' amfiulmeiit.s Tup.silav. The lord.s 
have not made more alteratioiiK 
than wa.s ox[)ectO(l. 'J'liev are sufli- 
cieiit, however, to lar^^ely ^change the 
cliaraetpr of the bill. The government 
accepted several iunciuluient.s tending 
to elucidate tlic bill. The lords exhi- 
bited a teiidonry to facilitate tho crea- 
tion of ]iea.'^aiu proprietorship, provided 
the laiullord.s aro compensated. Their 
amend iiient.s restrict free sale aiid in- 
crca.se the landlords' power. The dis- 
]iosal cf holdings gives tlipui the right 
to appeal from the deciHions of the 
land court which virtually destroys the 
(•iVioai'v of the com t for tenants. The 
Tory leaders loft the duke of Argyle 
to tlirect the chief attack again.'^t tho 
bill. The duke evidently enjoyed the 
task whicli is generally the case whon 
a discontented liberal secedes. His 
comparison of the government to a j<d- 
ly tisli i.s likely to .stick, though it is 
inferior as a nietajihor to that of Lord 
Ileacoiislielil of extinct volcanoes. Tiic 
government is expected tn make the 
.same concession regarding Knglish man 
aged estates whore the landlord makes 
all improTeuiPiits. Iiitluential opin 
ion considers th.at the bill mii.st hecomn 
law substantiullj in the form in which 
it was created l>y the house of eoni- 
inons. The struggle between the cham- 
bers will be sharp and will prolong the 
session of [larliaiiieiit lo the last week 
in .\llgiist or the Iirst weid; in .'Septem- 
ber. 

.Mr. (joiii lev'.s appointment to the 
colonial otllce yives intense satisfac- 
tion to the wliigsaiid the conservatives, 
but accords with the Gladstone colo- 
nial policy. l.,ord Rosebcry accepted 
a position which is generally rogardetl 
as beneath his status, but it is a rule 
with .Mr. (Hailstone that new men shall 
serve an a|i]ireiitii'esliip in the lower 
grades of olUcial service. An excep- 
tion was made in tlie case of Chamber- 
lain because of peculiar radical claims.

Mr. Ilraillaugli has given notice that 
unless the house of commons declares 
his scat vacant he will again endeavor 
to force Ilia entrance into it. As he 
puriioseiy declines to say when he will 
lio so the otlicialsof the house are mak- 
ing pri parations to guard against a 
surprise, The government has his 
case uiiilcr coiisiileration at the present 
iiioiiii'iil. The aniiouiicenient of the 
intrtiiiuctioii of the oath bill next ses- 
sion is expected. It is impossible that 
the crisis can continue much longer.

The Connnerclal Bnlletai says their 
has been a great scarcity of laborers in 
the dry docks and ship yards ever since 
ilay, occasioned by the great commer- 
cial activity and increased building op- 
erations. 

Chicago, Aug. 8. — Patrick Crowe 
arrived in Chicago to-day and talked 
quite freely about his plans. He claim- 
ed to be here on private business in 
connection with his contract of lighting 
the streets of Peoria and disclaims any 
connection with the Palmer House 
meeting. Ho alleges that the skirmish- 
ing fun, of which he claims to have 
been the orgiiiator some years ago, has 
been squandered, $7000 of it being lent 
by one of the managers to hiniself,§20,- 
000 used ill building a torpedo boat 
that never worked, but was profitable 
to tho rings, 82000 going to start an 
Irish paper in tlie highlands of Scot- 
land, and the disposition of the rest be- 
ing known only to heaven and the in- 
siders. Susjiecting this state of things 
C^rowe and some fellow patriots lately 
demanded a reckoning by the managers 
of the fund, and failing to get it organ- 
ized a separate body of United Irish- 
men and started a now fund which has 
amounted to about $9000 or |1 0,000 



iuid which has been religiou.sly devoted 
to harassing England and preparing 
for a total extinction of her greatness.' 
Crowe hitimates that tho Palmer House 
crowd are more interested in keeping 
up contributions to the skirmishing 
fund than any other objocL He re- 
peats with gusto tho charges against 
tho peace and dignity of Great Britain 
with which he has hitherto regaled 
the public, but nothing of interest was 
obtained from him. 

CiiiCAiiO, Aug. 9. — The Irish conven- 
tion acquitted Secretary West of tho 
charges made by Keegan, and denounc- 
ed the latter aa a falsifier. Tho real 
work of the convention will begin to- 
morrow. Capt. John Geary, one of 
General Lee's stall', Col. D. 0. SuUi 
van, a republican politician of Little 
Rock, and Dr. Dennis Dowling Mul- 
clioy, of Newark, are expected to join 
in the labors of the convention. The 
president of the meeting to-day posit- 
ively stated that it was not held in the 
interest of the dynainito system, nor 
did it countenance that crowd. It ia 
alleged that P. W. Crowe intends to 
bring libel suits against the Chicago 
daily papers for saying he had been in 
the penitentiary. 

The frishinmi'rt convention was rein- 
forced this morning by Mayor Smith 
of Denver, ami 1'. J. Sullivan, of San 
Fraiici.sco. Each of them is said to have 
subscribed .$5000 to tho general fund, 
The ancient order of Hibernians, who 
have refused to como into the conven- 
tion, say their refusal is due to the fuel 
that the gathering does not receive the 
sanction of the Roman Catholic church 
and is e.s.seiitially a secret society. 

CnioAGo, Aug. 10. — P. W. Crowe, 
who is here, makes the astounding state- 
ment that the infernal machines about 
w hicli so much has been said cost just 
S70 for the entire lot, and the .scheme 
of sending them to I'^ngland was a put 
up job by which n member of the Un-- 
ited Irishmen's societr secured a reward 
of $10,000, he having notified the Brit- 
ish consul in New ^'ork of their ship- 
ment. The .$10,000 obtained from the 
]-iritish government has gone into the 
Irish funil to be used against Great 
Britain. \'ernon Harcourt, home secre- 
tary, is .said to have acknowledged the 
statement of Crowe's to he a fact.
